THE PATE OF EUROPE 


^ Europe seems to be going from bad to worse. 


Poincare's limitation on any conference which may 
be called to open up the subject of German repara- 
tions makes impossible a solution of the present 
European dilemma. The Hughes proposition called 
for an impartial commission to study the whole ques- 
tion and find out just what Germany was able to pay, 
and at the same time function as a sovereign state. 
But Poincare refused to consider any proposition 
which refused to limit the matter up to"l930. Xatur- 
ally Mr. Hughes refused to enter into any conference 
with such a limitation. In her present condition. 


- Germany can do nothing by 1930. At best, it is a post- 


ponement of the solution for a few years longer, at 
which time Poincare, perhaps will be relieved of the 
responsibility of facing a situation which his mili- 
taristic temper has created. 


The French government is steadily losing the- 


Sympathy of England and America. The great or- 
gans of public opinion which have been consistently 
with France are beginning to manifest considerable 
impatience with the dog-in-the-manger policy of the 
French government. That government is playing the 
same kind of a lone hand which Germany played be- 
tore the war. Up to 1914 it was Germany that re- 
fused to agree to any movement looking toward in- 
ternational co-operation. Since the armistice, it is 
France that is assuinng that uneviable role. And for 
Eranee there is inevitably only one result. The fate 
of Germany should be a warning to her rulers. 


Iii the meantime, Germany is fast going to des- 


truction. Baymond Eobins, in a recent address, des- 
pairs of her rehabilitation. He believes that it is too 
Jate even for America to do anything now to stay the 
^inevitable crash. The recent ''putsch" 'of the Ba- 
. varian government under the leadership of Hitler and 
Ludendorf, to be sure, came to quick collapse; but it 
was quite as much the general despair of the people 
as the force of the central government at Berlin that 
prevented it from becoming a first step to the disso- 
lution of the empire. The Berlin government has no- 
tified the council of the ambassadors that it cannot 
guarantee the safety of the military heads of other 
nationals if military occupation is to follow the 
threats of France. Europe has not been in as des- 
perate straits since the close of the Thirty Tears' 
,War as it is today. And France, through its unyield- 
ing government, is making matters worse every day. 
'* o^6 ^uestion ^ what is to fee done ? Jan Smuts 
bf South Africa has recently gaid that the time has 
.eome when pressure will have to be brought to bear 
upon France by England and America; and we are 
iBdready hearing suggestions that the time has come 
.wlMsn England and America should make claims upon 
France for the payment of her debts to them. France 
has been loaning money to all the impecunious little 
states that were created by the Versailles treaty, A 
large loan has been made to Poland. A few weeks 
j£° &*?m was made t° Czechoslovakia. Yet all the 
toe France is running behind tremendously in her 
budget, and has made no move whatever to'pav her 
-war debts to England and America. 
' _ Pressure on the part of these two nations for the 
payment or funding of these debts would be a drastic 
move, and it will be the last desperate move. "When it 
» made France herself may so to pieces a* well'a = 
Germany, and in her train will so the vast armv of 
her creditors in both countries. *"The franc now" ha* 
no inherent value. It is only France's international 
credit that keeps it from following the war of the 
Austrian krone and the Gentian mark.

Their efforts 
have the approval of the Oberlin 
Rod and Gun club which desire to 
help in ridding the country dis- 
trista of those hunters who make 
the sport obnoxious to all prop-' 
erty owners.
